Surely we ought not to forget or 
under-rate the woman who of all 
the women in the world was chosen 
of God to be the mother of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.

God K new Her Heart 
N AZARETH was a small village 
with no good reputation. Yet 
it was in that town that Mary grew 
to womanhood. Man looks on out­ 
ward appearances, but God looks 
on the heart. 
You might have not selected 
Mary for the mother of Jesus, 
or to put it in another way. you 
would 
hardly 
have 
expected 
Mary’s child to he the person 
Jesus became. She was very 
young, for girls were engaged 
early in that climate and coun­ 
try—perhaps no more than six­ 
teen. She could have had no 
great education. She was poor. 
as the whole story shows. 
Yet it was not for her education 
or her social standing or her ex­ 
perience or any such thing, but be­ 
cause of her heart, her character, 
herself, that the angel came to her 
that spring day in Nazareth.

Mary’s Song 
THERE IS RO room to tell all that 
can be known of Mary from the 
Gospels. We can know or guess 
much from that one 
song, 
the 
“Magnificat” as it is called from 
its first word in the Latin transla­ 
tion. (Luke 1:46-55.) 
. We can tell from this that she 
was a woman who knew her Bible. 
Moffatt’s translation of the New 
Testament uses italic type to indi­ 
cate quotations from the Old Testa­ 
ment; and in this Song of Mary, of 
its sixteen lines all but two are 
printed in italics. 
Words and phrases came to her in 
the familiar cadences of the book 
she knew and loved. Further, she 
was of a poetic turn of mind. This 
“Magnificat” has been set to music 
and sung in churches all over the 
world. 
Since Mary was herself 
a poet, it is not surprising to find 
that Jesus often spoke in words 
which sing with the beauty and 
rhythm of fine poetry.

Patriotism and the Poor 
MARY WAS A woman who loved 
her country. We are so fami­ 
liar with the “Magnificat” as a 
church anthem that we overlook it 
actually and originally was; a hymn 
of praise to God for his mercies to 
Mary’s nation, Israel. 
Her people, so long enslaved, 
were to be set free. It is a rev­ 
olutionary hymn, too. Princes 
are to be dethroned, the proud 
cast down, the rich made emp­ 
ty; but God will give his help 
to the hungry and the poor.

Mary and Jesus 
T OVE OF HER Bible, love of beau- 
** ty, love of her country; and 
most of all, love of God. You could 
guess this from the words of the 
angel, but you can see it plainly 
in this song. 
It is an outpouring 
of joy and thankfulness to a God 
who is very real and near and 
loved. 
Every mother lives again in 
her sons; in Jesus we can see 
the manner of woman Mary 
must have been. When the boy 
Jesus called God his Father, 
who had taught him that word? 
When the young man Jesus 
fought off temptation by using 
the Word of God, who had first 
guided him to do this? Where 
had 
Jesus 
learned 
Scripture 
except under his mother’s roof?

When the profit margin gets slim, 
it’s poor business to cut down on the 
laying mash, or take it away en­ 
tirely, with the expectation of bring­ 
ing the hens back into production 
later when egg prices pick up. The 
solution to the problem of increas­ 
ing profits requires close culling of 
flocks. Get rid of the “boarders” . 
Poor layers, as well as non-lay­ 
ers, can be spotted by certain phy­ 
sical characteristics, such as “crow 
heads," 
pale, 
shriveled, 
scaly 
combs, yellow beaks, yellow legs 
and clean feathers. A good layer 
will have large red comb and wat­ 
tles; an enlarged, smooth, moist 
vent; and well spread, pliable pin 
bones. 
Poultrymen who start culling now 
will increase profits. Cull often and 
closely and sell the culls while they 
still have good body weight Then 
feed the remainder of the flock a 
good laying ration.

A study of the parasite Infestation 
of calves on pasture has led C. D. 
Grinnels and J. L. Moore of North 
Carolina to three main conclusion*: 
(1) calves under ten months of age 
should not be turned on pasture; 
(2) calf pastures should be rotated 
to reduce the parasite intake; and 
(3) calf pastures should be grazed 
part of the time by horses, mules 
or by mature cattle. 
Parasite populations build up very 
rapidly on calf pastures, the inves­ 
tigators found. The increase was 
most rapid on heavily grazed plot*, 
these showing almost double the 
parasite population as the lightly 
grazed plot. 
Calves under ten months are ex­ 
tremely susceptible to parasite at­ 
tack. Rotating pastures and grazing

Lighting Needs For 
School Discussed 
A meeting was held in the De­ 
catur High School Library on 
Monday night, August 14, for the 
purpose 
of 
discussing 
better 
school lighting for the schools. 
Members of the PTA, Decatur 
School 
Board, and 
representa­ 
tives from Texas Power & Light 
were present to discuss the prob­ 
lems present. Mr. John B. Deck, 
lighting 
engineer 
with 
Texas 
Power & Light in Dallas, showed 
colored slides of rooms in other 
schools in Texas as they were 
before remodeling and after the 
work was completed. 


The following is a short re­ 
port presented to the members 
present: 
The need for adequate school 
lighting is greater today than 
ever before. Crowded classrooms 
and 
many 
other 
complicated 
problems in the schools aggra­ 
vate many existing deficiencies, 
including inadequate school light­ 
ing. With the increasing empha­ 
sis on reading in the curriculum, 
the 
lighting 
problem 
becomes 
more acute. As more prolonged 
reading periods are introduced 
into the schools, the problems of 
defective vision become more pro­ 
nounced. Unfortunately, in spite 
of new7 knowledge and advance 
made in lighting practices over 
the past decade, the lighting of 
most classrooms today is totally 
inadequate for the w7ork that 
must be done in them. 
For just a moment let’s look 
and see what an adequate school 
lighting system will do for this 
school. 
1. Improves the rate of absorp­ 
tion or production on the part 
of 
the 
student. 
Adequate 
school lighting increases the 
possibility 
of 
the 
student 
learning faster because he can 
see more easily. 
2. Encourages learning through 
a psychologically pleasant at­ 
mosphere. Students learn bet­ 
ter in a cheerful, wrell lighted 
atmosphere. Comfortable sur­ 
roundings encourage maximum 
response. 
3. Protects 
health. 
Associated 
with eye strain are many other 
physical ills like headaches, 
nervousness, nausea, and gen­ 
eral fatigue. When extra en­ 
ergy is expended for seeing, 
the nutritional balance is af­ 
fected also. 
The most significant investiga­ 
tion of school design and school 
lighting in many years has been 
conducted in our own state of 
Texas, under the direction of Dr. 
D. B. Harmon. The investigation 
was sponsored by the Division of 
Educational Sendees of the Texas

resented. With a view to finding 
the causes of physical defects, 
160,000 children were scientifi­ 
cally tested by doctors and men 
of other professions over a pe­ 
riod of nine years.
